Some of the photographs taken by "House and 
Garden" of the Barnes Foundation country 
place in the Chester County hills and which pro- 
vide additional facilities for studies in art ap- 
preciation. The house is of pre-Bevolutionary 
construction and is furnished with hundreds of 
pieces of early American origin. 
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Before the end of 1947 Barnes 
Foundation in Merion will have, 
been in existence 25 years as a 
chartered educational institution, 
but you can bet that will be one 
silver anniversary that will not be 
observed in the usual formal man- 
ner. Dr. Barnes simply does not 
do things in that orthodox way. 

At the same time, it might be 
expected that a small book will 
come forth which will outline what 
has occurred during the first quar- 
ter-century of this pioneer en- 
deavor, for this was a case where 
a man had a clear vision as to ex- 
actly what he desired to bring to 
pass and he also had the prodigi- 
ous means, as well as the unique 
personal talents, necessary to 
make it an assured reality. 

The Barnes Foundation on 
Latch's Lane consists of a gallery 
and other buildings in a twelve- 
acre park. Here also is the famed 
Arboretum which is under Mrs. 
Barnes' immediate direction. The 



studies conducted in this depart- 
ment are closely coordinated with 
the general theme of the Founda- 
tion's educational activities and 
more than a hundred students are 
constantly engaged in arboricul- 
ture and horticultural research. 

Dr. Walter Steckbeck, a mem- 
ber of the Narberth School Board, 
and also an Associate Professor of 
Botany at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, is on the staff of the 
Barnes Arboretum, ns is Dr. John 
M. Fogg, Jr., vice-provost of the 
University and Professor of Bot- 
any. 

Mrs. Barnes' first assistant is 
John S. Kistler, whom many will 
remember as having studied un- 
der Frank A. Schrefer when the 
late burgess was pursuing his 
great specialty of Landscape Ar- 
chitecture. Both Dr. and Mrs. 
Barnes continue to cherish deep 
eppreciation of Frank's substan- 
tial contributions to the work of 
the Arboretum and the permanent 






impress he made on the plans for 
its general development. 

* * * 

The gallery of the Barnes Foun- 
dation contains a collection of 
paintings and sculpture generally 
acknowledged to be the most no- 
table of its kind in the world. It 
is not likely that even Dr. Barnes 
himself knows the money-value 
which is involved, and it is not 
suggested that anyone should dis- 
cuss that phase of the subject 
with him. More than 1000 pic- 
tures are included, all masters, all 
schools, but nevertheless the in- 
comparable exhibits are not open 
to the public, and therein lies the 
essence of the whole endeavor. 

The Barnes Foundation is strict- 
ly an educational institution with 
a large program for systematic 
work, organized into classes, and 
conducted by a staff of experi- 
enced teachers. Visitors would in- 
evitably and obviously interrupt

At its November and December 
meetings Borough Council had re- 
fused the club permission to hold 
the show Sunday, June 8, even 
though the club had agreed to hold 
the show after 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon and to leave the grounds 
"in their original condition." 

The Kennel Club show is held 
annually for the benefit of the 
Narberth Volunteer Medical Corps, 
which last year received approxi- 
mately $700 'from the proceeds. 

Following rejection of its two 
earlier appeals by Council, officials 
of the Kennel Club and the V. M. 
S. C. asked the Lower Merion 
Board of School Directors for per- 
mission to use the Chichester tract 
opposite the Senior High School 
on Montgomery Ave. 

The request was turned down. 

When the club changed the pro- 
posed date of the show from Sun- 
day, June 8, to Saturday, June 28, 
however, Council gave the re- 
quested permission. 

The following resolution was 
passed by Council Tuesday night 
authorizing use of the play««V«md:

Boro Tax Up 
HalfMMFrom 
Last Year's 18 

Council Will Ask 
Voters To Allow 
New 22 Mill Rate 

Narberth Borough Council rais- 
ed the tax rate half a mill Monday 
night to balance a budget that, 
even with increased income, will 
still fall far short of needed ex- 
penditures. 

In order to meet mounting and 
inflated costs of running the Bor- 
ough, councilmen are planning on 
a middle-of-the-year vote of the 
people to raise the Borough's tax 
rate beyond the maximum limit 
allowed by State law. 

The Borough's new tax rate is 
I8V2 mills, which is the highest 
tax the law permits the council- 
men to impose. ■ 

To cover all needed expenditures 
for 1947, councilmen say that a 22 
mills tax rate would be neces- 
sary. If the party primaries are 
held in June, councilmen will ask 
a vote of the citizens on a higher 
tax rate at that time, but if the 
primaries are postponed until Fall 
councilmen will ask for a vote at an- 
other election. 

For 1947 councilmen estimated 
their total budget expenditures at 
$101,453.80, compared to actual 
expenditures of $109,661.71 last 
year. 

In order to balance the new 
year's budget, councilmen had to 
cut some anticipated expenditures 
to the bone and lop off others. 

An estimated $9,000 will be need- 
ed this year for the new lighting 
system but, due to the fact the- 
work, is not scheduled tc-.-start until 
June or July, Council appropriated 
only $6737. Last year it only 
cost the Borough $4,180.03 for 
'ighling. 

The Planning Commission want- 
ed $2500 this year, but Council 
cut the appropriated figure to $500 

In the 1947 budget Council ap- 
propriated $19,128.56 for police as 
compared lo $17,749 spent last 
year, but this was due to install- 
ing a two-way radio system in pa- 
trol cars to synchronize with Low- 
er Merion Township.

Meeting Refuses to Declare Hawk War, 
But $10 Bounty to be Paid Nonetheless 



More than 100 residents of Low- 
er Merion Township, literally as 
well as figuratively up-in-arms 
over "murderous hawks" in the 
Township, attended a meeting at 
the Township Building last Friday 
night and at the last minute re- 
fused to declare war on hawks in 
Lower Merion. 

The meeting, under the chair- 
manship of Barney Fischer, oil 
man, of Simpson Rd., Ardmore, 
opened with movies shown by a 
member of the Academy of Nat- 
ural Sciences* progressed to a 
display of stuffed birds by Nel- 
son D. Hoy, of the Pennsylvania 
Game Commission, included a live 
hawk displayed by Robert Stapler, 
Professor of Zoology at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and end- 
ed in an uproar. 

Those attending the meeting 
learned several bits of bird-lore 
they didn't know when they ar- 
rived. 

They found out that they 
weren't going gunning for all 



hawks in Lower Merion, but only 
two unprotected types, the Coop- 
ers hawk and the sharpshinned 
hawk. 

They found out that the two 
were exceptionally hard to dis- 
tinguish from "good" hawks both 
in flight and while roosting. 

They found out that it is very 
much against the law to shoot 
protected hawks; in fact, even 
coming close to a protected hawk 
with a shot is not good. 

They found out that shooting 
hawks on private property, with- 
out the consent of the owner, is 
against the law. 

They found out that not every- 
one can go out with a gun looking 
for hawks, shoot them, and col- 
lect a reward. 

Finally, and most important, 
they found out that most hawks 
are quite beneficial to the com- 
munity. 

Fisher, who said the meeting 
had been called "to help preserve 
the song-huds in Lower Merion 



who cannot defend themselves," as- 
serted he had been authorized to 
offer a bounty of $10 for every 
Cooper's or Sharpshinned hawk 
shot in Lower Merion before 

March 21. 

The hawks, he .said, would be 
identified by Victor Sweet and 
John A. Miller. No mention was 
made as to how protected hawks 
killed by mistake would be dis- 
posed of. 

Charles B. Blinn, Jr., of 211 
Glynn Rd., Ardmore, offered a 
personal bounty of $10 to anyone 
who shot a hawk on his property. 

"Hawks have become more evi 
dent and more bold," Blinn stated, 
"and they now roost in trees on 
my property and wait for the 
songbirds to come to feed." 

Horace Groskin, of 210 Glenn 
Rd., Ardmore, who has been feed- 
ing and banding birds for 15 
yearE, stated "Bird lovers are not 
killers, and would not want to kill

was the visit made last Saturday 
afternoon to still another depart- 
ment of Barnes Foundation stud- 
ies. That is located in the Ches- 
ter County hills, 35 miles from 
Narberth, a 150-acre farm called 
Ker-Feal, which is described as 
an attempt to link the past with 
the present and at the same time 
provide something of permanent 
value for the future. 

The stolid farm-house bears a 
stone dated 1775 and when Dr.

ship of all humanity. 

Perhaps Dr. Barnes will say 
that the understanding and the 
thrill which one derives from re- 
flection on what men long dead 
have passed along as tokens of 
their time will signify the artistic 
and spiritual fellowship which 
binds all the denizens of the earth. 
Something like that could be, as 
this reporter brought home a great 
deal more than what he took to 
Ker-Feal and he is grateful for 
the opportunity he had to make 
the wonderful visit.

day. j 

"Men becoming 18 years old are 
reminded that their failure to reg- ' 
tster with the draft board is a' 
violation of the Selective Service 
Act punishable upon conviction, of 
imprisonment for five years or a 
fine of §10,000 or both. \ 

"All local boards are open daily , 
Monday through Friday and men j 
becoming 18 years old are urged 
to present themselves promptly for ' 
registration. Failure to do so will 
result in prosecution in the Fed-!

SERVICE 
BUREAU 

Approximately 90,000 children 
■whose fathers died as a result of 
World War II service are receiv- 
ing monthly compensation benefits, 
ranging from $15.60 to ?30 per 
month, Veterans' administration 
announces. 

Widows of these deceased veter- 
ans are entitled to receive $60 per 
month for themselves and $18 for 
cne child plus $15.60 each for any 
additional children. In the event 
that both parents are deceased, the 
child's legal guardian receives $30 
per month. If there are two chil- 
dren, the guardian receives $45.60, 
plus $12 for each additional child. 

Recent legislation removed pre- 
vious restrictions as to the total 
amount, payable in these cases. In 
effect, the law authorizes compen- 
sation for i-ach child surviving the 
veteran regardless of the number 
of children and grants a $20 per 
cent increase in payments. All 
children are entitled to this com- 
pensation until they reach the age 
of 18 unless they marry before 
that time. • 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Q. My son has been in service 
18 months, has been overseas a 
year and is still in Berlin. He 
didn't make an allotment to me as 
ice didn't knoio he could, and I 
have just found out nearly every 
one drew allotments from sons in 
service, which I could have done if 
I had known about it. He sent 
me a little money he could spare 
and bought himself a bond each 
vionth. I do not own a farm, just 
rent, only milk a few cons. Have 
five children vnder 16, all in school 
except one. I wonder if I could 
draw any back pay for the time 
he has been gone, also start draw- 
ing now: I surely need it. — Mrs. P. 
O. D., Seymour, Mo. 

A. Your son is at fault in this 
matter, since all men going into 
the service and especially when 
they go overseas are thoroughly 
briefed concerning their depend- 
ents and their allotment rights. 
Their dependents are entered on 
their service records. I do not 
think you can get back allotment 
but, if you son will ask his com- 
manding officer for an allotment 
for you, he can obtain it since it 
is entirely voluntary on the part 
of your son. There have been rare 
instances where the war depart- 
ment has recognized claims for 
back pay in these cases, however 
and to be sure, you should write 
to the Office of Dependency Bene- 
fits, War Department, Newark 2, 
N. J., and explain your case. 

Q. Is it true that I don't have 
to pay the premiums on my hus- 
band's national service insurance 

as he is a disabled veteran of 
World War II, and will I get the 
money back which I have already 
paid? — Mrs. C. E. B., Lewistown, 
Pa. 

A. No, :t is not necessarily true. 
Veterans' administration says that 
& veteran of World War II must 
be totally disabled for a period of 
at least six months before he is 
eligible to make application for a 
waiver of his premium payments; 
and that this waiver, if granted, 
shall not affect any premiums 
which become dire more than a 
year before the application for a 
waiver was received by the VA. 
There is no money returned. Sug- 
gest you consult with your local 
VA office or with you local post of 
the American Legion. - 

Q. My son went overseas in 
March, 1944. In May he wrote for 
us to fix allotment papers and in 
June they began taking out of his 
pay and did so until he died in De- 
cember, 1944. Can we get that 
pay? — Mrs. B. W„ Pontotoc, Miss. 

A. Yes, and also six months ad- 
ditional pay. Write to the Office 
of Dependency Benefits, War De- 
partment, Newark 2, N. J., and 
explain your case fully, giving 
your son's full name, serial num- 
ber, the date and manner of his 
death, if you know. Your answer 
may be delayed, since this depart- 
ment of the army is in process of 
moving to St. Louis. 

Q. I am a widow of a veteran of 
World War I wlio died while in 
France. I never did receive an 
allotment or any of his insurance. 
Am I due anything? — Mrs. R. L. 
K.. Neio Hope, Ala. 

A. If you the legal widow of a 
veteran who died in France in 
World War I you are entitled to 
his insurance, if he had govern- 
ment insurance. You also are en- 
titled to a widow's pension.

CARE Sets Up 
Food Package 
Office Here * 



Former Army Rations 
Used To Help Feed 
Peoples of Europe 

Haverford Township has joined 
the growing list of American Com- 
munities which are establishing 
CARE headquarters for the send- 
ing of food packages to Europe. 

Henry Shipherd, of Swarthmore, 
Executive Director of the Philadel- 
phia Area Cooperative Federation 
announced this week that residents 
of Lower Merion and Haverford 
Townships may now order food 
packages from the Haverford 
Township Cooperative, 2409 Darby 
Rd., Oakmont. 

CARE (Cooperative for Amer- 
ican Remittances to Europe, Inc.) 
is a non-profit, government-approv- 
ed service agency which ships 49- 
pound food kits to Austria, Bel- 
gium, Czecnoslovakia, France, Fin- 
land, Italy, Greece, Norway, Po- 
land, Germany and the Nether- 
lands. 

These food packages are the 
former ten-in-one rations which 
helped make the American sold- 
ier the best fed combat soldier in 
the world. 

One package which is eonugh 
to supplement the rations of an 
individual in Europe for 40 to 50 
days, contains canned butter, sug- 
ar, salt, soap, evaporated milk, 
cigarettes, pre-mixed cereals, 
canned pork and eggs, and the 
regular army dinner pack. Many 
other items are also included. 

This pack cost $16 until a few 
months ago when the price was re- 
duced to $10. 

Operating under special agree- 
ments with European governments 
for tax free, duty free, ration free 
admission of its parcels, CARE 
pre-ships ; ts packages in quantity 
and then stockpiles them in local 
warehouses throughout Europe. 
Orders are airmailed from the 
United States to CARE's repre- 
sentative in the property country. 
The packages are then sent from 
the nearest warhouse directly to 
the individual recipients.

Q. What educational benefit* Jo I gel under the CI Bill of Rights?. 

A. If you serve honorably on active duty for a period of 90 days, 
one day of which is served between September 16, 1940, and the 
date of termination of the present war, or you are discharged 
because of an actual service-incurred injury or disability in- 
curred within that first 90-day period of service, you are, upon 
discharge, entitled to one year of education in the college, trade 
or business school of your choice for which you can Qualify, la 
addition, each month of active duty, including the first three, 
prior to the termination of the war, entitles you to another 
month of post-service education, up to 48 months. 

Your tuition, laboratory fees, etc., up to $500 per ordinary 
school year will be paid by the government. Also, you will re- 
ceive $65 a month living allowance; ?90 a month if you have 
dependents. 

Q. What about family allowances? 

A. For men enlisting or reenlisting now, family allowances 'will 
continue until six months after the war is officially ended. 

Q. What are my chances of going overseas ? 

A. If you enlist for 3 years, you may select to serve in any over- 
seas theater which has openings, especially Japan or Korea. 

Q. Can I still choose the branch of service I want to serve in? 

A. Yes. You can pick any .branch which has quotas to be filled, if 
you enlist for 3 years. 

Q. Is there any way I can reenlist in my old grade? 

A. Yes, you can, if you reenlist for a 3-year term within 20 days 
after your honorable discharge. 

Q. /*• there any other way 1 can reenlist in grade? 

A. Yes, if you held one of certain military occupational specialties, 
and were discharged on or after May 12, 1945, you can reenlist 
in a grade depending on the length of time you held the desired 
M. O. S.

Control of Child's Crying 
Develops Self-Control

Many a child from twelve 
.months to six years of age whines 
and cries excessively — very trying 
to the mother's nerves. Such be- 
havior may begin when the 
youngster is ill and be encouraged 
by physical conditions which war- 
rant the attention of the physic- 
ian. Though begun for such rea 
son, the habit easily can continue 
long after all physical causes have 
teen corrected. 

The most frequent cause of 
whining and prolonged crying by 
the toddler is inconsistency of his 
parents and uncertainty to him 
about what he may have or do. 
Often the forbidding or accom- 
panying punishment is too mild to 
deter him, but just severe enough 
to irritate him. A gentle slap on 
the hand or bottom, that really 
does not hurt or deter hm, is al- 
most sure to arouse his ire. Or, 
if a gentle slap is followed by 
several more in succession, each 
one a bit harder than the one be- 
fore, none may have the result de- 
sired but only cause more violent 
anger and howling. 

Tots frequently get spanked on 
a bottom well-armored with cloth- 
ing and may feel th jar to their 
whole body but no stinging pain 
at all. No spanking is better 
than such torment. If the spank- 
ing really "burns," is connected 
immediately with the act forbid- 
den, and is administered consist- 
ently, it has deterrent effect with- 
out necessarily causing prolonged 
crying. Incidentally the young- 
ster who is spanked effectively 
is spanked rarely. 

Having been assured by your 
doctor there is no physical cause 
for the child's prolonged whining 
and crying, check on the efficacy 
of your punishments for other 
matters and your degree of self- 
control. 

It is not just for saving the 
nerves of the mother and other 
adults that the whining youngster 
should be "cured", but also for the 
child himself. It is very desirable 
for his self-control. . Trained 
from his early years not to persist 
long in whining and crying, the 
child is having good preparation 
for his self-control of anger at 
ten, fifteen or fifty. 

I have been impressed with the 
way two of our grandchildren, 
about two and three, respond to 
an occasional chair-sitting punish- 
ment, showing no resent ment, but 
forgetting the whole matter quick- 
ly. While in appearance it has 
been forgotten, there is indubit- 
able evidence that the desired ef- 
fect of the punishment has linger- 
ed in their muscles, bones and 
nerves — good proof that the dis- 
cipline had been wisely chosen and 
administered. When there is pro- 
nounced resentment after punish- 
ment in a child, the punisher 
needs to check on his procedure 
and improve it. 

A few children whine and cry 
excessively because they are 
starving for affection, or suppose 
they get less of it than a brother 



or sister does. Be sure to fondle 
the youngster abundantly when 
he is good and really cultivate af- 
fection for him. Enjoy his con- 
versation, answer his questions, 
read to him and have many good 
times with him. 

When you know he has been out 
of sorts for a long period, you 
should drop everything and rock 
and cuddle him, sing or read to 
or go walking with him or create 
something with him. Such pro- 
cedure should help you relax and 
be more calm with the child. 
Sometimes, as you know, his whin- 
ing and crying only reflect the 
tenseness and irritation of some 
other one or all the rest of the 
family.
